stop while “Duster” Mails stepped into the pitching box and won five su c­ 
cessive victories, giving Cleveland the pennant. 
Tile history of the world 
series is too well known to repeat.

The series failed to arouse tremendous enthusiasm in Gettysburg, once 
the most ardent American League town in southern Pennsylvania.
